IT is not difieult to discern, in this short picce of sacred his- 
tory, the too illiberal disposition which fregusntly actuates 
professors of religion, and the more catholic spirit of the divine 
teacher. Nor is it difficult to perceive that we are Hable to 
suppose, erroneously, that our illiberality recommends us to 
Christ. Tt seems that John gave the account of their having 
forbade one to cast out devils in the name of Jesus,.to his mas- 
ter with the the expectation of receiving his approbation there 
for, because he followed not Christ and his disciples.
